(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Simple Wills Stand Test 
R ecently in one of the Southern Counties of this 
State there passed away a woman whose will was 
extraordinarily brief, her wishes, in disposing of her 
estate, being compressed into less than fifty words. 
Simple wills, it can be said, alm ost universally stand 
the test and litigation over them is alm ost nothing. 
Recently in Philadelphia the Courts set aside certain 
portions of a will in part because of statutory defici­ 
encies and in part because public policy was against 
making a spectacle of a tomb. This caused the Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer to comment upon wills in general 
us follows: 
‘i t is astonishing that in spite of the constant 
overflow of complicated wills testators insist on try ­ 
ing lo tie up their property in ways which Ute law 
docs not allow because contrary to public interest. 
A dead man has no rights save as granted him by 
the State, and the State has properly limited them. 
Those who cannot take their property with them 
often have a feverish aud alm ost insane desire to 
tie it up for a long time, and this seem s to be largely 
a m atter of pride and often of ostentation. 
Carious 
enough, the great number of wills which are over­ 
thrown are those drawn up by lawyers. 
This is not 
necessarily a reflection upon men of the law, but 
because these experts are called in to devise improb­ 
able documents in as nearly legal form as possible. 
The lawyer has no option but to try to put these 
bequests in a form which will stand tile tests of the 
courts, 
It is said that few wills w ritten by the testa­ 
tor him self are overthrown, and for the reason that 
he usually devises his property in a sensible manner. 
“Efforts to lay the dead hand on the living are 
seldom justified. 
No man is wise enough to dis­ 
pose of the future save for a limited time, and most 
bequests are limited by law to a certain number of 
lives, 
it is a much better plan to bring up one’s 
children, in a way to handle property judiciou sly and 
take hie risk, which is generally less than in trying 
to make the future square w ith your own notions 
of what it should be.’’

May Take Chinese Loan 
It. has developed th at the mission of the late W il­ 
liam W. Rockhill, form er American m inister to Chi: a, 
who died in Honolulu this week while en route to 
Pekin, was to arrange the details for a proposed 
Chinese loan w ith American money powers who are 
to take over the promised loan of $125,000,000 to the 
republic of China. This is the loan in which American 
bankers were not to have participated, but which 
was assumed in April, 1913, by bankers in Germany, 
G reat Britain, France, Japan and Russia, and which 
was to have been paid to China in installm ents. 
The details of the story connected with the pro­ 
posed loan are unusually interesting. 
The financial 
interests with which Rockhill was negotiating, it Is 
said, were tile National City Rank, the F irst Na­ 
tional, J. P. Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co, 
"This is tile sam e group,” according to dispatches, 
"that under the adm inistration 
of 
President Taft 
formed a syndicate to secure a fourth share of tile 
loans made to China by foreign powers, as well 
'’ar Hie sale of a fourth of the m aterial used in rail­ 
road construction and other governm ent projects. 
‘‘Under tile T aft adm inistration,” continues Hie 
dispatch, "they participated iii the flotation of two 
large loans, but immediately upon the accession of 
President W ilson and Secretary of S tate Bryan to 
office, they were denied further diplom atic aid and 
were forced to withdraw from tile Chinese field. The 
original group of European bankers th a t was forced 
to divide the loan business with the American syndi­ 
cate, represented Germany, France and G reat Britain. 
W hen tile American bankers were forced to withdraw 
two oilier financial powers took their place—Russia 
and Japan—thus forming w hat is known 
as 
the 
‘Quintuple Loan Power Group.’ Belgian bankers had 
long before made, independently, large loans to China, 
notably in connection with tile Pekiug-HarikoV’ Rail­ 
way. 
“This quintuple group in April, 1913, made a loan 
to China of $125,000,000, with interest a t 5 per cent, 
and to run forty-seven years. Delivery of the amount 
of tile loan was to Ie made in installm ents covering 
a period of three years. 
Half of it was to be used 
in the repaym ent of debts, while tile balance was to 
be used for adm inistration of tile C entral Govern­ 
ment, the disbandm ent of troops in the various prov­ 
inces and tile reorganization of tile salt monopoly. 
"The nations participating in the loan were Eng­ 
land, France, Germany, Japan and Russia. Russian 
participation was mostly formal and Hie group of 
bankers which was to furnish Hie Russian pro rata 
share of the loan had allied with it Belgian and 
French bunks, thus increasing the sixth and silent 
party to the project—Belgium, 
it is through the 
instrum entality of this loan agreem ent th at the allied 
[lowers are attem pting to drive Germany out of the 
financial and commercial field in China and to coerce 
Cli ilia into helping by refusing to go on with Hie 
loan engagem ent so long as Germany is permitted 
to participate. 
France's warning to China was sup­ 
ported by the governm ents of Japan, Russia, Great 
Britain and Belgium, 
The warning applies equally 
with regard to the two Austrian loans of $17,000,00(1, 
contracted in April, 1913, for the construction of 
eighteen torpedo boat destroyers for China." 


Occupation Tax Against Banks 
The occupation tax against banks, tru st companies 
and insurance companies iii California has been de­ 
clared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of Hie 
State. The case was that of the Los Angeles Trust 
aud Savings Bank against th’e city of Los Angeles. 
Superior Court Judge Conrey of Los Angeles ruled 
in favor of Hie city iii this case, hence Hie decision 
of Hie Supremo Court reverses tile lower court. 
The Los Angeles T rust and Savings bank brought 
suit in 1911 to recover payments made under protest 
to Hie city after constitutional am endm ent No. I 
w ent into effect. 
The latter taxes the corporations 
for tile m aintenance of Hie state governm ent, and 
it was charged that the license tax of the city was 
double taxation. The occupation tax is fixed in aa 
ordinance and makes 
a 
charge 
of ID* 
per cent 
per $ I OOO un loans and discounts, for banks and trust 
companies, while insurance companies urn assessed 
$10 a quarter for their general insurance business 
and $10 a quarter for each insurance agency. 
The ruling also applies to insurance companies as 
the court also held th at Hie insurance companies 
paid Hie state IV-j lier cent of gross premiums, and 
that Hi is was in lieu of all other taxes or licenses.
